This 
selt-lilustrated autobiography is some- 
thing unique in the history of art and 
throws a curious side light upon the 
circumstances attending the painting of 
the immense number of pictures, nearly 
one thousand in all, which make the 
best monument to the lifelong indus- 
try of Mme. Vigée Le Brug. 

A less pretentious painter than her 
fair coutomporary, Angelica Kauff- 

ann, the greater beauty and sim- 
Riltty of her work has better stood 

test of time. 

Laughter of a third-rate Parisian 
copyist whose chalk studies and pasteis 
aftes Watteau were pleasing. but strik- 
ingiy devoid originality, Mdlle. 
Vigée attracted notice by her precocity 
while a very tiny child. At the time 
of her father’s death, a girl of 13, she 
war a pcrtrait painter of no mean 
ability, already beginning to fulfill her 
father « prophecy: “You shall be a 
painter, my daughter, or there never 
was one!” Vernet, the eminent marine 
painter, urged her to present an ex- 
celient portrait of her mother, which 
she finiehed at the age of 15, for ad- 
mission to the academy; but her appij- 
cation was refused on account of h 
extreme youth. 

Besides the fond encouragement of 
her father, the young girl was favored 


Claude Joseph Vernet as her teachers. 
The last named frequently cautioned 
her against following the methods of 
any particular school. “Only consult, 
my child, the works of the great Ital- 
ian anc Flemish masters; but, above 


all.” he urged, “do as much as you 
can from nature. Nature is the best 
master. 


If you study it diligently, you 
will never get into mannerisms.” This 
sensible advice had much to do with 
the formation of Mdalle. Vigée’s orig- 
inal style, which was quite apart from 
th: contemporary academic influence. 
Her self-improvement was largely due 
to hér untiring copying of Rembrandt, 
Van Dyck, Rubens (whose chiaroscuro 
she considered miraculous) and Greuze. 
Much of this work was quickly sold 
in order that the young artist might 
support her beautiful but indolent 
mother and clothe and educate her 
younger brother. 

In order to satisfy that longing for 
expensive wardrobe and amusements 
which Mme. Vigée considered neces- 
sa:y to her existence, the widow mar-- 
ric @ wealthy jeweler. This man 
proved to be a miser, who greedily 
wore the old clothes of the dead artist, 
but refused jo provide the necessaries 
of ‘fe for new family. compelling 
the already overworked Elise to re- 
double her efforts for their mainte- 
nance. On account of that superb health 
warch enabled her to work unceasingty 
until her death in her 87th year, the 
young girl's beauty did not fade under 
this ill treatment, but developed so 
charmingly that between the ages of 
14 and 20 sitters flocked to her studio, 
and her orders multiplied amazingly, 
chiefly that her admirers while posing 
might enjoy her vivacious society. This 
liunp'led flattery never cost the young 
artist the loss of her simplicity or rep- 
utation, her mother’s enforced presence 
reventing any suggestion of stain upon

Marte Anteinette soon became 
truly fond of the unassuming, simply 
dr-seed litle artist, who in turn felt the 
most romantic affection for her royal 
pation, whom she declared to walk 
“better than any woman in France, 
holding her head upright with a maj- 
esty which denot the sovereign in 
the m'‘dst of her court, without this 
majestic bearing detracting in the least 
from the sweetness and grace of her 
wheie aspect.” 

Mme. Le Brun’s friendship with roy- 
alty naturally subjected her during the 
revolution to many terrifying experi- 
ences. Sulphur was thrown into her 
cellar, and ominous murmurings and 
fist-shakings plainly hinted that if she 
wovld escape the scaffold 
leave France at once. Her husband 
being fortunately absent, she took 100 
lovis, which she had just received for 
“a portrait, and in the disguise of a 
nog woman arrived penniless in 

Here her busy brush reaped for her 
the same golden harvest that she had 
garnered in Paris. Orders for portraits 
of distinguished foreigners poured in 
upon her, not least among which was 
one from the pope. Pius VI. When 
Mme. Le Brun learned, however, that 
she must be vellied while painting his 
holiness, she doubted her ability under 
such trying cricumstances to do justice 
to the subject, and therefore declined 
the honor. Besides many other famous 
portraits, she painted two noteworthy 
ones of Lady Hamilton, ome as a bac- 
chante reposing on the seashore, an- 
other as a sybil—fine pictures of a 
beautiful subject, which as works of 
art afterward so}c in London for many 
times their ort¢inal value. In Rome 
she also met Angelica Kauffmann, with 
whom she ‘ves most favorably im- 


Leaving the Eternal City, the artist- 
exile traveled over Europe, everywhere 
received with distinction, and admited 
into the membership of the academies 
of Parma, Rome, Bologna, Berlin, Gen- 
eva, St. Petersburg, Rouen and Paris. 

In Prussia she nted a portrait of 
the much-loved Queen Louise. In Brus- 
sels she had painted (1783) the famous 
portrait of herself in a straw hat after 
Rubens’ much-admired de 
Paille.” which gained her adm n to 
the French Academy. 

In Russia a palace was placed at 
her disposal, and here she painted many 
portraits of the royal family. The Em- 
press Catherine the Great also engaged 
a portrait of herself, but was stricken 
with apoplexy before the day appointed 
for her sitting. 

England was not behind the rest of 
the continent in conferring honors upon 
Mme. Le Brun, whose portraits Sir 
Joshua Reynolds declared “as fine as 
those of any painter, not excepting Van 
Dyck.” Georgiana, the witty and beau- 
tiful duchess of Devonshire, Mrs. Sid- 
dons, Herschel and his gifted sister, and 
the Prince of Wales, afterward George 
IV, also showed her great honor. 

In spite of all the distinction and 
wealth heaped upon her, she was never 
truly happy, although invariably cheer- 
ful. She who was reported to be so 
rich that she lit her fire with benk 
notes and fed it with aloes wood was 
in reality always poor, dressing most 
simply in the muslin gown and kerchief 
popularized by her portraits, because 
of the immense sums which she con- 
stantly sent home to support her hus- 
band, mother or daughter. In Russia 
she managed to save during the first 
month of her stay £.45.000. but the 
banker with whom she deposited them 
failed and she lost all. Later on £.15,000 
were stolen from her. 

Her greatest grief, however. was the

Postage Stamps in Books. 

The postoffice authorities have re- 
ceived notice that about May 1 the 
department will be ready to supply 
stamps arranged in the form of books 
for sale to the public. The stampe will 
be of the denomination of 2 cents and 
the books will contain from twelve to 
forty-eight stamps each. 

The pages of the book will contain 
six stamps each, making it a conveni- 
ent size for the pocket. Between the 
pages will be sheets of paraffined paper 
to prevent premature adhesion. Only 
three different quantities will be fur- 
nished in this form. One book of twelve 
2-cent stamps; one book of twenty-four 
*-cent stamps and one book of forty- 
eight 2-cent stamps. Each book will 
be sold at an advance of 1 cent over 
the value of the stamps, so that a book 
of twelve stamps will cost 25 cents, a 
book of twenty-four stamps, 49 cents, 
and a book of forty-eight stamps, 97 
cents.
